NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
SANITARY MEASURES. 

The Bishop of Manchester lately preached a sermon on sanitary reform in 
one of the most neglected parishes of his diocese where he believed the annual 
mortality was from 70 to 80 per 1,000. The Bishop observed that in their idea of 
the power of God and His mercy, many might ask themselves how it came to pass 
that He allowed the ravages of fever and did not stay the progress of choleia. 
But it would be wrong to throw the blame on God while they transgressed the 
laws prescribed by Him for the preservation of health. Now in travelling out 
of his course, and instead of expatiating as preachers in church and chapel 
generally do on such barren topics as salvation, divine grace, heaven, or the 
lower regions and discoursing on such a common-place subject as health, the 
Bishop has set a precedent which deserves to be followed, and we especially 
recommend the example to the lecturers in our synagogues. Our argument is 
that if it be found expedient to discuss sanitary reform by a minister of a religion 
founded upon a book which treats life and its blessings with the greatest cen- 
tempt, gives to understand that provided man can make sure of a happy here- 
after, existence in this valley of tears is rather an evil than a boon and while 
gazing with a longing eye at those beatic celestial regions awaiting the righteous, 
never condescends to speak of £0 tnean a thing as health and terrestial well-being, 
how much more proper would be discourses of this kind for a preacher expound- 
ing a creed based upon a code into which considerations of healt! and prosperity 
largely enter. In Judaism it may be said, with truth, cleanliness is Godliness. 
Frequent ablutions, washings of garments which have been in contact with filthy 
or unclean matter, speedy removal of all infectious substances and temporary 
separation from the family of those that might become the innocent propagators of 
contagion and disease are enjoined in the law of Moses with a strictness which 
no Act of Parliament equals. Rabbi Pinchas, son of Yair, one of the ancient 
sages of Israel, long ago recognised the close connection between special obe- 
dience to the will of God, and cleanliness the foster mother of health, and the 
first condition of all sanitary reform by teaching “ phariseeism ” (i. ¢., going in 
the way of the Pharisees whose chief anxiety was to follow the Law of God) 
leads to cleanliness (HYP) “> WD MWD). Our lecturers no doubt are in so 
far superior to the preachers in church and chapel that they rarely discourse on 
purely theological subjects, but frequently introduce ethical themes. Still we 
think they do not go sufficiently far. The spirit of our religion which does rot 
draw an impassable line of demarcation between spiritual and secular elements, 
which is fond of combining them, and refining and elevating the latter by 


intimately associating them with the former, offers to our preachers a very wide 


svope of which thev ought to avail themselves. A sermon on sanitary measures 
in the synagogue would certainly not be out of place. Nor should any topic of 
general interest be excluded, however secular and material it might appear. It 
God did not disdain to give Moses instructions on such matters as leprosy ; or 
of what materials a garment miglit or might not be made ; or how a camp should 
be regulated so as to insure cleanliness ; a preacher need not hesitate to discourse 
in the synagogue on any subject that might be conducive to general well-being, 
the precaution being taken to show its connection with religion and morality. 


INTELLECTUAL TRAINING. 
Will the development of the reasoning faculties, the accumulation of useful 
knowledge by the memory and the cultivation of taste without any special 
moral training, be productive of all the good which enthusiastic educationalists 
expect therefrom ? The Bishop of Exeter answers the question in the affirma- 
tive. This opinion he expressed lately at the Colston Hall mecting of the 
Science and Art Classes in an address on the moral influence of intellectual 
training. The Bishop said :— 

“If only they could give the young a higher impulse by teaching them to seek the excellent 
ways of real study, they would find not only that it raised them in the intellectual sense, but that 
it made them morally stronger, for. it saved them from a thousand temptations, and by cultivating 
their imtellects enlarged and strengthened and deepened their moral principles to a degree scarce!\ 
conceivable. He was convinced that in many cases they would really do a moral service to a roung 
man by teaching him a subject like Euclid or arithmetic, which might «eem to have no connection 
with morals whatever. It was thought possible sometimes.to improve the understanding. and net 
to touch the moral nature at all, There were all sorts of anomalies, no doubt, in human life, and i! 
did unquestionably happen every now and then that a man might be a genuine student and might 
not be morally any the better; but he was quite confident that, a 


that as a rule the intellect and the conscience were so closely allied that it was the 
aid to the cultivation of a man’s conscience if they could cultivate his understanding. ' 


We regret we cannot agree with the Bishop. In the first place, intellectual 
training alone will never stir up aman to activity in the pursuit of moral objects: 
The utmost it will do in this respect is that it will induce him not to throw 
obstacles in the way of other persons engaged in pursuits of this kind, as he will 
ee that he may thereby be benefitted while an opposite course may prove 
injurious to his interests. This he may see clearly enough by the light of his 
sharpened reasoning faculties. But they will furnish him no motives for making 
sacrifices for the good cause. They will supply no spring for virtucus action 
Intellectual training and the cultivation of the imaginative powers may, and 
will supply, objects for whiling away time pleasantly, and even usefully, and 
for innocent, pleasurable excitement, aod. in so far, may counteract some such 
vices as drinking or gambling, or doing mischief from sheer superabundance 
of animal spirits, which require aa cutiet. Further, the cultivation of man’s 
esthetical nature may make him shrink from crimes of violence, or coarse, 
offensive acts, and, in so far, no doubt there may be a diminution of certain 
classes of crimes. But all this is purely incidental, and the balance of gain may 
be lost, on the other hand, by an increase in the number and atrocity of crimes, 
based upon fraud, swindling, falsification and vthers, which require calculation, 
subtlety and knowledge of human nature and its foibles. The wounds inflicted 
by the pen and tongue, are generally more painful and frequently as fatal as those 
by the revolver. sig need not necessarily be a gainer by intellectual train- 
ing alone. How often does it occur that an individual, who, at the sight of a 
picture exhibiting some pathetic scene, manifests powerful emotion, or who, at

hero, in real life inflicts upon his victim all those sufferings with apparent un 
concern, which in history or fiction have so profoundly affected him, This talaes 
from the circumstance that in the former case, his interest does not check the 
awakening of his feelings of commiseration ; while in the latter case, the advan. 
tage or satisfaction derived from the infliction of the evil, lulls his conscience 
into sleep ; and this is simply practicable, because no moral}training has supphed 
to him motives for combating evil propensities, and strength to overcome th 
while his intellectual training gives him a very clear perception of his interes 
and the advantages flowing from attending to them. No! Moral training alone 
can bring about that absolute diminution of crime, and that increase of human 
well-being which we expect from education. Of course, moral training must 
remain imperfect if it does not go hand in hand with intellectual training. The 
two meet on the highest ground, and there they are at one. But before they 
reach this height, each may move in a groove of itsown. They may occasionally 
meet ; but this will be accidentally, incidentally and momentarily, They will 
soon part company again. The combination of intellectual with moral 
training alone constitutes that ideal of perfect education which the haman race 
must hold up to itself. [t is, undoubtedly, much more easy to give an efficient 
moral training to a person who is in receipt of a good intellectual training 
He will, thereby, understand your arguments better, will be better able to apples 
ciate them, will be better able to discern between right aid wrong, good and 
evil, and, in pursuing the former, will be able to adopt the most efficient means 
and to apply them to the greatest advantage. But the man with intellectnal 
training alone will not realise the expectations entertained of him by optimists, 
For all.this, we strongly advocate intellectual training, even if it should be im. 
impracticable to combine it with moral education ; for as much mischief is done 
by ignorance, superstition and bigotry, as is inflicted by crime, It is a common 
saying, that a fool does as much harm as arogue. Against this mischief intel. 
lectual training is evidently an excellent safe-guard ; for it may be assumed that 
the man of intellectual training will be guilty of no wrong, unless he would be 
benefitted by it, which is not the case with the ignorant. Moreover, intellectual 
training, as we have endeavoured to show, is an excellent preparation for moral 
training. It is for this reason that the sages of Israel attach so much impor. 
tance to the practice of virtue, placing it above the mere acquisition of know. 
ledge. It is for this reason that they declared NON WHY not 
investigation (of knowledge), is the principat thing ; but the practice (of virtue), 
and that they taught a fear of sin should precede wisdom, as expressed by 
the sage of Israel : “ The beginning of wisdom is the fear of God,” i:c.. fear of 
giving Him offence by the commission of wrong. Ages and ages ago this was 
perceived by our. sages, when they taught KOMNY NIA fy, “An empty 
(ignorant) person cannot be f: aring sin,’ or cannot well avoid sin, as, in conse- 
quence of his ignorance, he cannot well discern between what is wrong, and 
therefore sinful and right, and consequently lawful. 


DOCTOR RICHARDSON. 


It must ve gratifying to the community to see that so eminent and scientific 
an authority and so kind-hearted a man as the Doctor has done justice to thet 
benevolent feelings. The remarks made by him last week at the inauguration 
of the Home of the deaf-mutes with regard to the part taken by the Jews in 
introducing the new method for instructing the deaf and dumb have no doubt 
been noticed by our readers. But it may have escaped the notice of many of 
them that the Doctor in the lecture delivered by him at the last meeting of the 
Social Science Congress at Brighton on “ National Vitality,” several times referred 
to the Jews and their institutions in the kindliest spirit. Speaking of the differ- 
ent degrees of vitality characterising different races, he observed that although 
these had not yet been collected in our country, it was found from the mortaites 
of other countries such as France and Prussia which were neatly the snipe a8 
those of Britain, that in a mixed community the Jewish race beat them in vitally; 
This, he continued, was a surprising statement considering. the persecutions to 

which the Jews had been subjected ; but he proved the truth of it from wep

we RELIGION IN ANGLES,—The Rey, Thomas Hill, late President of Harvard University, 
jt will be remembered, published some time ago a work entitled “ Geometry and Faith,” 
in which the relation of religion to mathematics was discussed, and the necessity for belief 
evolved out of acute and obtuse angles! 

A PRIVILEGED GUILD,—In the Ghetto of Prague there existed four guilds: the 
butchers, goldsmiths, tailors, and shoemakers, ‘Ihe butchere even possessed a privilege 
remarkable for the time. They had the right whenever the emperor held his solemn entry 
in the capital, to march in front of all guilds. ‘They acquired this right in the year 1648 
during the siege of Prague by the Swedes. The Jewish butchers who worked ia the night 
which preceded the eve of the Week of Feasts, had heard a suspicious subterranean noise 
and gave notice thereof to the commander of the place. They at the same time joined the 
brave garrison in its successful defence of the town. They not only discovered that the 
Swedes were digging mines but actively contributed at the risk of their lives to drive the 
enemy out of them and to fill them up, Thus the city was saved. They were rewarded 
by the grant of the privilege mentioned. 


A FOOT LAMP,—One of the most interesting things in the Holy Land is the fact that 
one meeta everywhere, in daily life, the things that illustrate the Word of the Eternal. 
The streets of Jerusalem are very narrow, and no one is allowel to go out at night without 
a light. Throw open your lattice in the evening and look out, you will see what seem to 
be little stars twinkling on the pavement, Yon will hear the clatter of sandals, as the late 
travellers rattle along. As the party approaches, you will see that he has a little lamp 
fastened to his foot, to make his step a safe one, Instantly, the verse comes to your 
memory, written in that same city three thousand years ago: “ Thy word is a lamp to my 
feet, and a light to my path.” 

THE OLDEST BIBLE MANUSCRIPTS,—The two most ancient manuscripts of the Bible 
known, are the Codex Sinaiticus of the Imperial Library at St. Petersburg, and the Codex 
Vaticanus of the Vatican Library at Rome, both of which are believea to have been 
written about the middle of the fourth.century A. D. The Sinaiticus, so called because it 


was obtained (in 155%) from the convent of St. Catharine on Mount Sinai, is supposed by 


Tischendorf, ite discoverer, to be one of the fifty copies of the Seriptures which the 
Emperor Constantine directed to be made for Byzantium, in the year 331, under the care 
of Eusebius, of Caesarea. It consists of 345) leaves of very fine vellum, made either from 
the skins of antelopes or of asses, each leaf being 14 7-8 inches high by 134 inches wide. 
The early histury of the Vatican manuscript is not known, but it appears in the first 
catalogue of the Vatican Library in 1475. It is a quarto volume, containing 146 leaves of 
fine thin vellum, each 105 inches high and 10 broad. Both manuscripts are written in 
Greek unciala, or capital letters, are without spaces between the words and have no marks 
of punctuation, 

DOMINA Vv. DOMINUS,—How easily the mind in religious mat'ers wanders from the 
right path when it once has strayed is shown by St. Bonaventura’s Psalter, a popular 
book of edification among Roman Catholics. It is known that Fathers of the Church 


. have applied to Jesus a number of words in the Bible designating the Deity. This wag 


espec'ally the case with the tetragrammaton generally rendered in the Vulgate Dominus 
even a8 in our own language * Lord.’ DBonaveutara in his edition of the Psalms adapted 
to the worship of the Virgin, substituted “ Domina " for “ Dominus,” and thus at a stroke 
proved from the Bible the divinity of Mary “the Mother of God.” Facilis descensos 
Averni. The first step was to invest Jesus with the attributes of the Deity: the second 
was to transfer them tothe “ Vi gin.” To whom next? : 

BISHOP AGOBAKD in the pastoral issued by him to the dignitaries of the French Church 
said: * We are sons of light, and the Jews are children of darkness; it is not meet for us 
to Lecome contaminated by a friendly intercourse with those heretics! The Jews stand 
under the law, and thus they stand likewise under the curse. All those who reject the 
apostolic teaching of salvation must not only be shunned, but must be chastised more sum - 
marily than even Sodom and Gomorrha!” The Bishop lived in the ninth century; hi 
doctrine is being revived in the nineteenth. 

SHAH NAZR-ED-DEKN.—The Shah, as known, has published an account of his travel é 
i Europe. A foreign paper copies the following from this account. The Shah wrote 
“When [ was in Paris | was waited upon by the distinguished Jew Rothschild who is 
very wealthy. We talked together, when he requested me earnes'iy to treat with kind- 
bess the Jewa of Persia. replied: I have been told that thy property and that 
of thy kinsmen amounts to five hundred millions. Therefore I think it would be 
well if thou and thy kinsmen were to purchase of one of the governments some large tract 
of land for five and twenty millions, in which ail Jews of the globe might settle and you 
might be their chiefs, and govern ther with justice and gentleness, so that they should no 
longer be dispersed in different countries for want of a country of their own. After this, 
I assured him that all inhabitants of Persia, whatever their religion, should find a pro- 
tector in me,” | 

TEBAH (73‘T).—This word in Hebrew, as knowa, means ari, chest or box. In rabbini- 
cal Hebrew, however, it is often used for «r/. What is the connective link between these 
two ideas? Aningenious writer in) J/ubaczeleth makes the following suggestion: It is 
known that anciently no division was made in writing between word and word, A whole 
line presented, as it were, one single word. The task of finding ont the proper divisions 
Was ft to the reader. This was not easy, and mistakes were not infrequent. Writers, 
therefore, at a later period in order to facilitateto the reader his work, enclosed every 
Word between four strokes wh ch; being straight tines, hid the appearance of a box 
Within which the word was suugly ensconced. In time, therefore, the word itself by a well 
known figure of speech came to be called dur, i.«.c tebah, The name remained, but the 
origin was forgotten whep in process of time the simple invention was made of separating 
word from word by leaving vacant spaces between them and the expedient of boxing in each 
Word was superseded.

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PROPOSED SYNAGOGUE AT NOITING HILL. 


Now that the question of the ser or rebuilding of the present 

agogue at Bayswater has heen definitely decided in the negative, the provi- 
sion of synagogues in St. John’s Wood and Notting Hill is being actively taken 
in hand. The Committee cf the proposed St. John’s Wood Synagogue are using 
every endeavour to procure an eligible site, and, once this difficulty is overcome, 
no pains will be spared to rear a synagogue without delay. 

The preliminary steps for carrying cut the project for the erection of a 
synagogue in the Notting Hill district have also been taken. A provisional 
committee of seven gentlemen has already been formed, and it is intended to 
increase this committee to a much larger number, so as to include all willing to 
help forward the movement. We are inforined that the synagogue will probably 
be sitnated within a mile of Westbourne Terrace (to the West). It is proposed 
that the projected synagogue shall be either a constituent 7 ogue of the 
United Synagogue, or conducted on principles authorised by the Council. The 
closest and most friendly relations with the existing Bayswater Synagogue will 
be maintained. The large majority by which the amendment in favour of dis- 
trict synagogues was carried at the meeting of the seatholders of the Bayswater 
Synagogue held last Sunday gives some hope that at last due provision will be 
made at Bayswater and the surrounding neighbourhvod of the increased syna- 
gogue accommodation, which, it is admitted on all sides, is urgently needed. 
The promise of the Wardens and the leading members of the Bayswater Syna- 
gogue to help forward any ether movement for making such a provision, will, 
no doubt, strengthen the hands of the provisional commi :

Mr. Davip Bexyamin energetically spoke in favour of the resolution, and 
asked the vote that day should be a definite decision, so as to put an end to the 
unpleasant controversy upon the question. : 

Mr. J. M. Lawrence spoke in support of the resolution. 

The amendment was then put to the meeting, and the chairman declared 
amid acclamation, that it was carried. A division was then taken, when the 
amendment was carried by 72 to 40. The amendment was then formally put as 
a substantive motion and carried by a large majority. The proposal to pull down 
the present synagogue and erect a larger one on the site was therefore defeated. 
The result was grected with much appiause. 

Mr. Atrrep L. Conen said that before the meeting separated he earnestly 
desired to remind those whose views had been adopted that day that they had 
asstimed a grave responsiility. On them would now rest the onus of taking 
active measures to supply the necessary synagogal accommodation which, it was 
admitted on all sides, was urgently required in the district. (Ilear, hear). For 
his part, he would loyally fulfil his promise to give cheerful support to any 
alternative scheme for providing synagogue accommodation in Bayswater. 
(Applause). 

A cordial vote of thanks to the chairman concladed the meeting.

THE REV. PR. HER ADLER ON “JOB.” 


On Saturday evening last the Rev, Dr. Hermann Adler delivered a highly 
interesting lecture at the Jewish Working Men's Club amd Institute, the title 
being “ A Few Thonglits on an Ancient Book,” 

After a few prefatory remarks, Dr. ;ApLer said: There is, perhaps. 
no part of the Bible which needs explanation so much as the Book of 
Job. Numerous questions arise touchivg its plan and object, the age, 
country and circumstance of its author. The lecturer quoted the glowing 
words in which Carlyle spesks of it in his lectures on “* Hero-Worship :" * I call 
that, apart from all theories about it, one of the grandest things ever written 
Wit ae a es A noble book! All men’s book. It is oar first, oldest 
statement of the never-ending problem, man's destiny and God's way with him 
here on earth.” Dr. Hermann Adler proceeded carefully to analyse the book, 
and showed that its great purpose was to discuss the great problem of human 
life : What is the intention of Divine Providence in allowing the good to suffer ” 
While Job's false friends, Eliphaz, Bildad and Zophbar, were of opinion that his 
sufferings were brought upon hin as a punishment for his sinus, the unsoundness 
of his faith, aod his having succumbed to thetemptations which his hich station 
offered, Elihu taught the important Jesson that God brought calamities rpon 
THAD with a loving pul pose, to chasten and to warn him. to rouse his conscience, 
to teach him self-knowledge and humility, to save him from destruction and to 
restore him to righteousness, The address of the Lord out of the whirlwind 
was next analysed. Job was instructed that he could wot fathoui any of the 
mysteries of uwature, yet it was evident to him that they all worked together for 
good. When this conviction comes upon dim, be sinks down on his knees, a 
humble penitent, acknowledging God's infinite wisdom and power, end willing 
to submit without a inurmur, without a struggle to whatever the Lord n ight 
ordain. The solution of the great problem proposed in the book is therefore to 
be sought in the truth that the possession of enjoyment, of what the world 
terms happiness--- wealth. prosperity and high station—is not to be regarded as 
a reward, nor the withholding of it as aputisiunent. The springs of true happi- 
ness lie far deeper. They consist in the knowledge of God, and in trusting to 
Him in every vicissitude of life. To serve and to love Him is higher and better 
than happiness, though it be with wounded feet and bleeding brow, and a heart 
loaded with sorrow. When Job has learned this great lesson, his prosperity is 
restored to him, for there is no more fear, lest he will abuse it. The lecturer 
pointed out how valuable the lessons taught by the book were for his hearers, 
and how much comfort they could derive in their hard struggles for a livelihood 
in their encounters with the rough, cold world, by turning to its inspired utter. 
ances. He next dwelt upon the various theories that have been broached res- 
pecting the historical character of the book, He broucht forward several argu- 
ments to prove that, although the work was in the main the product of creative 


genius, yet it rested on historical facts, and that such a person as Job really 


existed. He quoted a passage from Ezekiel, to the effect, “ though these three 
men, Noah, Daniel ard Job, were in the land, they should deliver but their own 
souls by their righteousness, saith the Lord God.” He next referred to the 
state of civilization which the book indicated. Cities are mentioned with great 
buildings, and grand sepulchres ; and there is an allusion which points distinctly te 
the pyramids. Great progress must already have been made in astronomy, Ove 
of the most interésting parts of the book are the allusions to mining operations 
in the 28th chapter. Some of the most difficult works connected with excava- 
tions must even then have been accomplished ; the cutting out of channels 
among the rocks to drain them in so perfect a manner, that the least leakage or 
“ weeping,’ as the Bible terms it, was prevented. The literary beauties of the 
book were next pointed out: how, with matchless power, it lays bare the depths 
of feeling hidden in the humau heart. [le quoted some of the verses and 
phrases which have passed into the literature of every country ; how much 
Shakespeare was indebted to it for come of his noblest sentiments, and how the 
pent Young has entirely based his Night Thoughts upon it. In conclading his 
ecture, which was illustrated with several humourous and quaint observations, 
Dr. Adler spoke at some length upon the advisability of the members of the 
Club forming a class for the study of Ilebrew. the Bible and other works of 
Jewish Literature, and expressed his belief that under proper direction, such a 
class would be eminently successful, and would open tothe Jewish working 
man those stores of learning and wisdom in the knowledge ot which his comrades 
of old, the teachers of the Talmud, had so greatly excelled. 
At the conclusion of the lecture, a cordial vote of thanks was passed by 
acclamation to Dr, Adler. :

Again the king 
tor some time conversed with the rabbi, and the latter presented to the former 
an address which was most graciously received. There has been an extraordinary 
change in the popular sentiments towards the Jews. Not many years ago they 
were despised and persecuted. Now they are on a par with their fellow-citizens 


and respected, The correspondent of the Corriere Israelitico, who gives an’ 
accouut of this visit, ascribes the favourable change to the Jaw by which the’ 


emancipation of the Jews was decreed. The people have simply ceased to 
despise and ill-nse those whom they saw were efficiently protected by the 
constitution, and placed ona footing of + quality with them. 

Kussia.— We translate the following, hesita'ing!y, from the Wochenschrifé, 
as we can hardly give credence to it, Still, as it was onginally published by 
Slav well-informed journals, we copy it. It is this. Near Lack there 
was acamp, and it was"expe ted that s»ne-auturmnal manoeuvres would be held 
there. It was announced that on the approaching féte-day of the Emperor, 
there would be in the evening aw illumination and fireworks on a large scale. 
At sunset the inhabitants, especially the females, apparalled in their best. ponred 
into the camp. Most of them were Jewesses. Snddenly, they found themselves 
surrounded by masses of troops, and now the word of command went forth : 
“Now lads, ewjoy yourselves.” In a trice, the watchfires were extinguished, 
Ir.found dark:eis prevailed, We need not cescibe the scene which ensued. 
Some of the spectators met with death in the tumalt, many of them eseaped 
wounded. Among those dead were also several men. It is supposed that they 
~ were killed in the defence of the females. On the morrow. a deputation of citi- 
zens repaired to the general of the division, who had not been in the cap. The 
deputation was not admitted. A telegram was forwarded to the Emperor, but 
no answer was received. [tis supposed that the telegram was not handed to 
him. 

SwirZERLAND.—A ecrrespeadent who travelled in Switaerland wrote to the 
Deborah : ‘The Jewish inl.abitantsa of the country are not vatives. It is 
scarcely a score of years since they have been permitted to settle there ; and it 
is principally, French and the western, German speaking cantons in which most 
Jews live. . The French speaking cantons have received their principal contin- 


gent of Israelites from Alsace and Lorraine, who have soon become prosperous | 


by their activity and industry. Small congregations are very numerous, but 
large ones are few, The north-western portions of Switzerland have received 
their Jewish inhabitants from the neighbouring Baden and Wiirtemberg. The 
east and south the same as the neighbouring Vorarlberg and northern Lombardy 
have scarcely any Jews. The only two congregations which have rabbis, are 
those of Geneva and Bern. The former has a beautifal temple in which rabbi 
Wertheimer officiater, The rabli understands how to interest in meny a 
religious uadertaking his tiock waturally rather indifferent in spiritual matters. 
The rabbi holds also the chair of philosophy at the university of the city. The 
language of the liturgy is French. ‘The rabbi is a native of Frankfort-on-the- 
Maine. The rabbi of Bern is Dr. Goldstein, a native of Hangary, who has taken 
an active part in the opposition to the proceedings of the Society of the Animal's 
Friexds, which. brought about a prohibition of staughtering. beasts for Jewish 
consumption according to Jewish rites, on the plea that the Jewish method 
inflicted unnecessary pain on the beasts killed, At Lengenan, in Argovia, where 
formerly officiated Dr. Kayserling, favourably Known aa an author, there is now 
nv rabbi becanse—well, because the congregation is too indifferent, and is divided 
into parties which pull in different directions. This is also the case at Zurich, 
where since the translation of Dr. Lewin, to Nuremberg, the rabbinical seat has 
been vacant. Young as are the Jewish settlements in Switzerland, they are vet 
pecuniarily thriving; and many who have immigrated poor are now in possession 
of the finest shops of the places of their residence. But there seems to be no 
desire among them to give divine worship the dignity becoming it. Except ¢t 
Geneva, the temple of which though small is tasteful, there is no synagogue of 
any pretention to beauty, Ney, congregationslike chat of Lausanne are satistied 
with a small smoke-vegrimed room for a place of worship. The service is 
conducted in the old disorderly style, In the capital of the canton of Lucern 


there are a few Jewish families. In the canton of Shwytz there is one single

PREACH OF PRIVILEGE.” 


Mr. H. A. Isaacs said that he desired to bring under the serious attention of 
the Council, what he believed to be a breach of privilege. In the last Friday's 
issue of the Jewish Chronicle, a resolution moved by Mr. N. 5. Joseph, was 
inserte! verbatim under the beading “Current Gossip,’ and which was signed 
“Free Lance.” The journal had published the motion, and comments upon the 
discussion, although the Conncil had agreed that the press should not report the 
proceedings in connection with Mr. Joseph’s motion. He thought the conduct 
of the Editor of the journal in publishing the terms of the motion was @ gross 
breach of privilege. If the Council deliberately decided that any part of its 
proceedings should not be published, such a decision could not be ignored by 
the representatives of thre press, 

The Cuarnman (Mr. Lionel L. Cohcn) said thata great breach of oe 
and confidence had been committed by the publication of the notice of motion 
of Mr. Joseph. Mr. Lucas as the chairman of the meeting at which the motion 


had been bronght forward, had intended to bring the matter before the Council 


at its next ordinary meeting. The Chairman expressed himself in indignant 
terms against the publication of the motion, which he alleged was a violation of 
the conditions upon which representatives of the press were admitted to the 
meeting of the Corncil. 

Mr. N. S. Josern said that although he had disagreed with Mr. Isaace as to 
the non-publication of the proceedings of the Couneil in connection with the 
resolution, which he had moved (for he b: lieved such publication would have 
been attended with advantage), still he strongly felt that a breach of good 
manners, to say the least, had been committed by one ef the members of the 
Council or by the representatives of the press. If the breach of privilege had 
been committed by the latter, then it would be for the Council to take into 
consideration the question whether it should any longer extend the courtesy of 
admitiiug the press to its meetings. 

After some further remarks by other members of the Council, 


Mr. N. S. Josgrpa moved a resolution to the effect that the Secretary be 
directed to write a letter to the Editor of the Jewish Chronicle, calling his 
attention to the alleged breach of privilege. 

Mr. 8. A. Hart seconded the resolutien. 


The Cuarmaan said that he thought the discussion which had been held, 
would have the desired effect withont the necessity of the meeting passing a 


resolution upon the subject. He therefore appealed to Mr. Joseph to withdraw 
his resolution. 3 


After some slight discussion, Nr, Joseph adopted the suggestion of the 


Chairman and withdrew hia resolution. 
The meeting then concluded with the usual vote of thanks to the Chair. 


°° It is surpiising that in undertaking to sit m judgment on our editorial 
discretion the Council should not have perceived the untenable position ia which 
it thereby placed itself. It is competent for the Council to admit or exclude the 
Press. It-ia further competent for the Conncil to point out to the reporters what 
portion of the discussion might or might not be published. But it is not com- 
petent for the Council to prescribe to the Editor what portion of its debate he 
might or might not allow an independent correspondent to discuss. The Council 
in undertaking to interefere with the editoral discretion, travels out of its course 
just as much as if an Editer presumed to point out to the Council what subject 
it might or might not discuss. Each has his own province where each acts inde- 
pendently. Nor was the publication of Mr. Joseph's motion an act of indiscre- 
tion. The printed paper containing it was not marked private. The primary 
business of a newspaper is, as betokened by the name, to collect news of public 
interest , and it is for the Editor and nebody else to decide which of the news. 
reaching his office deserves to be published or not. But the relation of the 
Jewish Press to the community is too important a subject to be dismissed in a 
few lines. We shall therefore take an early pote to discuss it in full.

SYNAGOGUE ACCOMMODATION. 


— 


— 


Every year the approach of the High Festivals brings prominently under 
notice the existing insufficient synagogue accommodation; and as regularly 
every year when they have passed the consideration of the means for remedy- 
ing the evil is put off to a more convenient time. Those to whém the 
souls by reflecting that they have improvised for the occasion two or three 
temporary synagogues, and have thrown them open to the stranger and 
needy, and, in fact, every one not able to find or not willing to seek accom- 
modatign in the regular places of worship; and that, lastly, private enter- 
prise will take care of the multitudes for which no provision was made. 

[t cannot be denied that something may be said in behalf of those 
whose consciences are so easily satisfied by the reflection which we have just 
stated. It may be urged in their behalf that, as a rule, synagogue accomme- 
dation is found sufficient all the year round, with the exception of the High 
Festivals, and that there is a moral certainty that many of those who throng 
the portals of the synagogues on the three or four * days of awe,” and are 
conspicuou: by their absence for the rest of the year, would stay away “_ 
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_ those who were at the head of affairs had shown any perception of the signs 


. distance it was impracticable for any Jew, however devout, regularly to attend

if synagogues were brought next door to them, and that the erection and sup- 
port of places of worship are far too expensive for making experiments. 


Allowing the full force of the first of these pleas, we are yet of opinion 
that it is not of so cogent 4 nature as to excuse the supineness with which the 
evil is regarded, especially as we cannot admit that the second plea has any 
solid foundation. No doubt the erection of synagogues is expensive—upon the 
plan generally pursued, A stracture of brick and mortar, with all the ornamen- 
tation generally marking synagogues, is always dear, especially in the metro- 
polis, and has, moreover, the disadvantage that it cannot be removed when 
the necessity for it in the neighbourhood where it was erected has ceased. 


We ask: is it requisite that synagogues should always be permanent 
buildings constructed of comparatively costly materials? Why might we 
not learn a lesson from our Christian brethren, and see how they provide the 
temporary want of a place of worship in poor neighbourhoods, the inhabi- 
tants of which cannot find the means for the erection of an expensive church 
or chapel? They put up a convenient iron structure, which has the advan- 
tage of being cheap, admits of being taken to pieces, and easily transferred 
to some other place where it may be temporarily needed. Indeed, the con- 
trivance has been applied with success in the community. An iron syna- 
gogue has been put up in South London which affords all the necessary 
temporary accommodation, and answers every reasonable purpose. The con- 
trivance needs only a wider and more general application. The obstacle of 
the great expense involved in the erection of synagogues would thus be 
obviated. Nor need the support be very costly. There are in every congre- 
gation volunteer precentors. The salary of these officials might thus be 
saved, The salaries of the other officials in general are insignificant. As a_ 
rule, it may be said that although there are many congregations which are 
not able out of their own means unaided to establish a new synagogue, theré 


is hardly a congregation which, however poor, would be unable to su 


pport its 
place of worship when once established, ‘ 


This is point to which we attach considerable importance. For 
undoubtedly much mischief has already arisen from this want of synapogue 
accommodation, and much more will yet arise unless a timely remedy be 
applied. Time was when the dwellings of the metropolitan Jewish community 
were comprised within a narrow area. The so-called four streets and its pur- 
lieus harboured nearly all membess, and every. one of them had a synagogge 
within an easy distance from his residence. An intense Jewish life prevailed 
in the families, and if now and then Jukewarmness in religious matters 
characterised some household, the synagogue with its worship and solemnities 
was near enough to keep alive Jewish religious feeling in the minds of those in 
which the domestic hearth failed to raise tt. As the old mem bers passed away 
so the young ones filled the gaps caused by death. But the metropolis grew 
and grew. New trades sprung up; new habits were formed and new wants 
made themselves felt. The Jewish population gradua'ly spread in all direc- 
tions. This we should not have been disposed to regard as an evil if only 


of the time and made provision accordingly. Those at the head of ‘affairs 
ought and might have known, and in fact, did know, that beyond a certain 


public worship on Sabbaths ond festivals, or if he was sufficiently zealous and 
hale to undertake the journey his wife and young children could not. A little 
consideration, a slight knowledge of the human beart might have taught that 
now that the members of the community were scattered in all directions, and 
consequently beyond the vivifying intluence exercised upon religions life by 
close companionship springing from close contiguity of dwellings and syna- 
gogues and constant intentional and fortuitous intercommunion, the with- 
drawal of this stimulus would in all cases allow of a cooling down of religious 
fervour, and where this did not exist before, of its gradual extinction, A little. 
reflection might have taught them that however religious the parents who had 
been brought up ina different atmosphere, their children necessarily thrown 
into diflerent society and forming new associations, could not conceive any 
warm affection for places of worship to the hallowed influences of which they 
had only been exposed on rare occasions, and for institutions the significancy 
of which had not been disclosed to them, and with which habit had not 
familiarised them. The right policy therefore would have been while accepting 
the unavoidable to make the best of it by sending the synagogue to those who 
by reason of distance could not conveniently go to them, or were glad to have 
found a pretext for not repairing to’ them. 


A synagogue should have been erected at any sacrifice in every neigh- 
bourhood in which a number of Jews settled. We need not say that this has 
not only not been done, but that not rarely obstacles were thrown in the way 
of those who were anxious for supplying the desideratum, And even where 
ho obstacle was thrown in the way those at the head of affairs showed ne 
intelligent »» rception either of the existing want or of its consequences if not 
jovi led for. Under these circumstances it is but natural that no system in 
the supply of places of worship was formed, that they were built by fits and 
starts and were rather the work of individual impulses than of sagacity and 
forethought, and remained for a long time isolated from one another. What 


were the consequences of this indifference to one of the most vital communal | 


interests? We have only to look around to perceive them. Some thirty or 
forty years ago there was a number of families who evinced a warm interest in 


communal affairs. They were at the head of every religious and benevolent. 


movement. The heads of these families are gone. Where are their represen- 
tatives? They are conspicuous by their absence, not from this sublaunary world, 
its sorrows and its enjoyments, its stagnations and movements, but from com- 
munal life. We do not mean to say that the condition of affairs sketched is 
the only cause of this estrangement from Jewish and communal life. There 
are no doubt other concurrent causes. But that pointed out by us we unhesi- 
tatingly designate as chief among them although aggravated by several 
others. 

True, that painful as the absence of theee representatives is, it is not 
deeply felt. Others and perhaps more competent men have come to the fore 
and efficiently fill the vacant places. But many, if not most of these 
have come precisely from those communal ranks which from one cause or 
another were least exposed to the corroding influences which we have endea- 
vourel to depict. To their credit be it said they are generally self-made men. 
They have risen owing to their natural talent, integrity and energy. But 
they are obeying the impulses of the age and of their position, and are now 
doing precisely what those families did a generation ago whose places in the 
community have been left vacant. They are removing far away from syna- 
gogal neighbourhoods, and thus unintentionally, it istrue yet most effectively, 
expose their families to the same religious perils to which their predecessors in 
the commanal administration succumbed. And this unfortunately will go on 
as long as our chiefs shall remain indifferent to the canker thus eating int 
our vitals until there shall be no vitals to be eaten, 

It is time therefore that that laissez faire policy be given up. Let the 
experience of the past teach us a lesson for providing for the futare. It is a 
wrong policy that will one day fearfully avenge itself to allow pecuniary con- 
siderations to govern us in the provision to be made for synagogal accommo- 
dation. Were mere material interests in question we should say the view 
which asks for guarantees or which demands special sacrifices for the desired 
object from those who call for it is quite correct. But to apply a material 
standard to a spiritual want is to try to weigh the imponderable. On the con- 
trary, the cooler the feeling for synagogue accommodation in a neighbourhood 
where it is really wanted the more urgent the necessity for its speedy supply. 
The longer you wait the more the feeling will cool down, the less the want 
will be felt, the more estranged will become those whom it is endeavoured 


religiously to influence from the ancestral faith and the more difficult will it 


be afterwards to revive the feeling, Who can say how many souls have 


already been lost to Judaism by this delay and how many more are now being 
lost while we tarry. 


_ Let there therefore be some general comprehensive plan’ laid down 
for supplying this deficiency elastic enough in time also to be extended to the 
provinces. It is for the United Synagogue to take the lead in the matter. 
I.et broad views prevail. Let liberality in this matter be its guide. It is 
bread cast upon the face of the water which in length of time will return. 
‘These very synagogues which now require nursing may in time become sup- 
ports and aid in bearing the heavy load now weighing upon its shoulders. 
Let reasonable encouragement bé held out to every Jewish body in the 
metropolis settid in one and the same neighbourhood for possessing a syna- 
gogue. Delays in such matters are pernicious if not fatal. 

For the moment however something might be done to meet the want of 
synagogal accommodation recurring every year at the approach of the high 
festivals. The accommodation afforded is clear.y not sufficient. So important 
a matter should not be left entirely to private enterprise, which cannot in all 
cases be free from private speculation. At Vienna it is the community which 
engages temporary rooms for conducting divine service for the benefit of those 
who, on the high festivals, cannot find accommodation in the regular syna- 
gogues. It is thecommunity which superintends those temporary places of 
worship and thus obviates unbecoming scenes and prayer meetings in unsuit- 
able places which reflect discredit upon Judaism, The community we are 
assured is by no means a pecuniary loser in this enterprise, the worshippers 
willingly paying for the accommodation, sure, as they are, that worship will 
be conducted with dignity and decorum. Without wishing to interfere with 
private enterprise a wholesome communal competition with it would keep out 
sordid speculation and be a guarantee to strangers that they neither worship 
in unbecoming places nor under the spiritual guidance of unworthy individuals. 
In any case the community wijl have shown that itis not neglectful of one ofits 
most sacred duties, inthe opinion of many as important as several of those which 
t discharges with so much zeal and at a considerable cost. 


Dr. Arromu’s Skrmons.—We are enabled to announce that a second edition of 
the volume of Sermons by the Rev. Dr. Artom, Chief Rabbi of the Spanish and

held in the vestibule of the synagogue on Sunday last, to take into consideration 
the following resolutions, recommended by the committee for adoption by the

Bynagogue to the above resolations, in order that tne works may be commeaced wituout 
ay. 

"The proceedings excited mush interest, and were protracted to a late hour. 
In consideration of the many other claims upon our space, we are compelled 
to considerably abridge our report. 

Mr. Cuarius Sauvet, one of the Wardens, presided. 

The CUAIRMAN moved :—“ That in. the opinion of this meeting the addi- 
tional synagogue accommodation so indispensably required in this neighbour- 
hood should be provided by palling down the existing building, and the erection 
of a larger one on its site.” In the course of his vemarks, the Chairman asked 
that no further delay should take place in the settlement of this vexed question. 
The present solution of the difficuity was offered jin no partisan spirit, but from 
a deep convictios that it was the only one which would meet the want of syna- 
yorue accommouation in the district. They had received applications for some 
278 seate, Which they. were unatle to grant. He urged that the erection of 
syn gogues in oth-r districts would not lessen the want of synagogue 
accommodation in the immediate neighbourhood of the present building, — [ta 
conclusion, he asked for assistance and sympathy ia support of the plans 
proposed. 

Mr. Atrrev L. Conen in seconding the resolution, gave an interesting 
review of the subject before the meeting. He said, the Dayswater Synagugue 
was opened in 1863, and inclusive of the purchase of the freehold site it cost, 
incluiimg architect's commission, £14,000, Itthen contained SOU gentlemen's 
and 209 ladies’ seats, but this acco wodation was found to be wholly insufficient 
for the throng of worshippers who flocked to the new building, aud in 1865 the 
number of seats was increased to 340 gentlemen's and 335 ladies’ seats, which 
seats are now all let. The increased accomodation however failed to meet the 
demand for seats, the new seats were.also tapidly let end the want of accomoda- 
tion being sensibly; felt, a meeting of seat-holders was called on 21st January, 
1873, at which it was resolved to enlarge the synagogue at a cost not exceeding 
£510). These resolutions were forwarded to the Council of the United Syna- 
gogue, who having received a petition from the defeated miuority of the meeting 
ef the 19th January, 1873, referred the matter to a commission, who reported : 

That increased synagogue accommodation is indispensably and urgently required in 
the Bayswater district. That the increased accommodation should be supplied in the 
Bayswater Synagogue itself, and your commission are of opinion that the erection of other 
8) nagogues would not conflict with the extension of the existing building, or obviate the 
nevessity for such increased accommodation, which is now both urgent and pressing, and 
likely rather to increase then to diminish, 3 
This report was submitted to the Council of the United Synagogue, who after 
considering it Came tu this resolution : 

That the Council «ill be prepared to approve « proposal for enlarging or re-building 
the Bayswater Synagogue, provided that the cost of the works do not exceed nine thousand 
pounds, and that it Le referred back to the commission, who shal! be re-appoiuted fer the 
purpose, to confer with the Committee of the Bayswater Synagogue generally as to the 
present position of the question as regards re-building or enlargement and also as to the 
ee be taken for providing the amount required for the works, and to report to the 

ounch. 
Couferences took place between the Commission of the Un'ted Synagogue and 
the Committee, and it was ultimately ascertained that the enlargeuient could not 
be carried out for £5,000 as Messrs. Tress aud Inves had estimated, nor for 
£9,000 as Professer Donaldson had expected, but that the real cost of the 
enlargement would be £13,369 exclusive of commission to architect. Under 
these circumstauces, the scheme of enlargement was ultimately abandoned, and 
your former Wardens quitted office to your regret, leaving to their successors 
the duty of carrying out a more active policy. This then was the staie of 
matters when your present War.jens eutered into the duties of their office. We 
signalised our activity by doing absolutely nothing for six months, and our 
reason for this inactivity, was firstly, that in the month of June we could hardly 
expect to obtain a large gathering of seat-holders, and secondly, that a body of 
gentlemen, described by our chairman as an unofficial committee, was endeav- 
ouring to find a solution which should be acceptable to ail. But this committee 
has been in existence ten months and has not been able to recommend us any 
solution, We were told that it had a scheme for selling this synagogue, aud 
rumour spoke of two buyers. Whether it was that neither of these Luyers was 
eager, or that the Committee did not imagine that )ou were anxious to sell I do 
not know, but no proposition reached us, and as it has been said that vour 
Executive bad some animus aud objection to entertain the idea of sie, I think it 
right to say that we had no parti pris in the matter; which has been com- 
pared to a proposition for: mwarnage; but in a matrimonial alliance, 
sentiment would have had weight, and your Wardens aud Committee not being 
sentimental lovers, but men of business did not deem it right to hawk alout your 
pro aud depressiis value when there seemed to be no bout) er tor the site or 
will. Under there circumstances, the scheme of sale being a chimera there remai ed 
for the consideration wl your cumin ttee bert two practivabie plane, one tu demolish 
the present site, and the other to promote the erection of another synagogne, | 
confess that at first this plan of another synagogue liad some faseinuion for me. 
I thought that such a synagogue wed not be wholly severed fram the Bivswater 
Synagogue, and that though f believe the management of a synagogue snould 
be lett Lo ihose who worship therein ana Ite w we of use to 
such an afliliated place of worship, thouglit that the new need net 
at first be opened on weekdays, and that if the services were only held 
on Friday evenings, Saturdays and holidays, the services of one iwinister 
assisted by a good choir might suffice. The secretarial euties 
be performed by our able and cflicieat secretary, aad we might even fora 
short time, but not permanently, relinquish ocrasional-y the privilege of listening 
to the intellectual and religious instruction which we are iu the habit of receiving 
from Dr. Hermann Adler. I abandoned this plan, as [ believe you gentlemen 
will abandon it, if you will listen to one or two figures with which I will trouble

you. There are in the present synagogue 343 gentlemen's and 333 ladies’ — 


and of these seatholders there are but twenty who rezide more than a mile *) 
the synagogue. There are besides 143 persons applying for 204 new 
the existing building ; of these but ten reside more then a mile from the’ lig 
gogue, so that if you do build a new synagogue you will build it’ with “ae ¥ wa 
of thirty seatholders, and tor these you will incur a capital expenditute of £8,000 
or £10,000, and an annual expenditure of £800 a year, and I doubt if all these 
thirty would leave us, and for the sake of a short walk forego the advanta ane 
our preacher's able exhortations. If yon build one, two, or twenty syn wbeci 
elsewhere, you will not only have perhaps more calls, but the old call aie 
sounded for accommodation bere on this site where our congregants resid ~ 
I think my figures prove that this is the centre of a large population, and rd 
the synagogue should be erected here, * the centre of the population the ey 
gogue is destined to serve.’ One thing I beg you gentlemen, settle this, lie rs 
here to-day. (Cheers), Give forth no vacillating or hesitating answer for d i 
only cripples the hands of your executive and fotters the plans of those whio ak 
anoher solution. Adopt or reject our plan. If you reject it, I unhesitati 
promise on the part of your executive and those who act with them that 
will at least not find us banded together in a covenant of unholy pardlineele 
league to wean intending givers from the ranks of generosity and liberality de 
that whatever your decision, it will receive from us cheerful acquiescence ‘and I 
hope cordial support. (Loud applause). But if you adopt our plan as { believe 
you will do, we will endeavour to substitute for the present building, the present 
beautiful building if you like, a building to which you deny access to crowds of 
intending worshippers and from which egress is well nigh imposs ble to 
the gathered crowds, and the walls of which are bedizened with sham 
marbles and meretricious ornaments. In place of tvis buildiwg, if you 
will assure us of your support, cheer us with your sympathy, we will try to rear 
for you an edifice in which the dignity and simplicity of the services therein held 
shall be reflected in the beauty of its architectural construction, a sy Hagogue 
which shall be an honour and a credit, a pride and an ornament, not merely to 
the United Synagogue, but to the whole house of Israel. (Loud applause), 
Mr. Samuet Mowracu stated that he hal no personal interests to serve ip 
opposing the resolution. On the contrary, that ax he required two adiditional 
scals a larger syhagorne would supply lis requirements ior a mere seat rental, 
but that it was nis duty and that of the meeting to consider solely the general 
interests of the community. Owing to the delusive estimate to enlarge the syna- 
gegue for £4,000 which was laid before the seatholders in January, 1873, great 
delay had ari-en in providing the synagogal accommodation which 1s required in 
the Bayswater district. Heg(Mr. Montagu) was not responsible forthis delay. He 
could not promote the erection of another synagogue in the district without 
creating dissension until the enlargement authorised by the Council of the United 
Synagogue was abandoned. Neither couid he act while serving on a committee 
formed by Mr. Charles Samuel and others with the object of building on another 
site and endeavouring to sell the present synagogue to the Portuguese congregation, 
After detailing the many advantages arising from such a sale whieh might have 
compensated for the evil of coutralising public worship in one large building, he 
commented upon the financial difficulties in raising so large a sum as £20,000 to 
£25,000 which expenditure would only supply 400 or 500 additional seats 
while the same amount expended elsewhere would supply if necessary at least 
1 000 seats, preserving the existing synagogue with Its 600 or 700 seats. He 
exhorted the meeting not to be biassed by official influence or by- uvfounded 
reports of paucity of attendance at temporary places of worship, but to consider

only the permanent interests of the entire community, and that other synagogues. 


would be erected by those who required them. 

Mr. I. A. Joseru heartily supported the resolution. The great want of 
synagogue accommodation wasin the immediate neighbourhood of the present 
building. The erection of synagogues at St. Joha’s Wood and at Notting Hill 
would not affect that 'want in any degree. He denied thet there had been any 
vacillation or timi-ity of purpose in the action of the committee. What. they 
had earnestly desired, but bad unfortunately failed to obtain, was uvatimity 
among the members. This desire aleve had caused the delay in providing the 
necersaty synagogue accommodation in the immediate neighbourhood of the 
present building. While he had originally opposed the enlargement of the 
existing synagogue, he heartily and earnestiy supported the plan now proposed, 


viz., the erection of a new and much larger synagogue on the present site. He 


urged that provision should be made for their poorer brethren who were how 
debarred from worshipping in the synagogue, owing to the circumstance that 
every seat was let. | 

Mr. M. H. Bexsamin earnestly opposed the resolution, which he declared to 
be absurd in meeption, and would be found injudicious in execution. He criti- 
cised in severe terms the action of those who had put forward the plaus for 
pulling down the present svnagogue and the erection of a new synagogue on 


the site. He believed even if the members agreed to such plans, the Coun of 


the United Synagogue would never agree to them. He urged that synagogues 

should first be erécted in outlying districts. He: moved the following 
amendment :— 

That whilst acknowledging the necessity of increased synagogue accommodation, this 
meeting is of opinion that the proposed scheme of pulling down the Bayswater : ee 9 
for the purpose of erecting a larger one in its place, would involve an unwise — es it 
of a vast sum, which would be better utilised in the erection of additional synagog™ than 
jhis district, thus affording accommodation to a much larger number of worshipper 
cvuld uuder any circamstances resort to Bayswater, 


Mr. Assur H. Moses seconded the amendment. He said that the figures . 
the contemplated cost put forward by the committee were delusive. In i 
instance of the Centra! Synagogue, the original estimate had been considerany 
exceeded, and the total cost of building that synagogue, exclusive of acon 
was no less than £37,000. fe said that the Council would not agree t a 
adoption of the present plan. The present plan was equally a; vague ab 
delusive as the plans which lad been previously put forward. ae 

Mr. J. Sewitt supported the resolution, and urged that the increased 
synageogne accommodation was reqnired principally in the immediate 
howl of the present synagogne, 

Mr. ©. apoke in Gpposition to the resolution, ar

Sir,—I avail myself of the first opportunity to redeem my promise meade 
two years ago, when in London, of communicating to you anything that I thonght 
might be interesting to the Israelitish community. I have now the pleasure to 
inform you that on the eve of New Year's Day the magnificent synagogue which 
[ informe? you was being built, is now comp!eted, and on the eve of the New 
Year was opened with great ceremony in the presence of His Kxcellency the 
Governor, and all the leading authorities, The Comnmittee very kindly sent me 
an invitation, and | was thavkfu! thus to have the opportunity of witnessing a 
most interesting ceremony, and one in which, you are well aware, I above most 
others—even Israclites—felt a deep and hearty interest. When I looked around 
me, standing as I did under the magoificent crystal chandelier, with its numerous 
wax candles, and saw around me the Governor of the town in full uniform, thie 
Prefect of Police, and all other authorities in full uniform, my heart warmed 
within me when I contrasted the pleasing scene with those of former days, when 
I scaw the Israelites in a corner of a town in Morocco performing their 
devotions by sniferance in a wretched hovel with piles driven in the ground to 
support a small olive oil lamp and never certain that their devotion would not be 
disturbed by fierce Arabs comme to.ask for money. Here, | am happy to say, 
the Israetites enjoy all the privileges common to all. They, like others, can live 
in any part of the city they please where people of every nation are co'lected, 
Myself—English—imy neighbonr on my right is a good and wealthy Greek whoo 
neighbour I have been for nearly ten years, On my left is an equally wealthy 
Israelite, a mach respected in the town, Opnosite is a Maltese. 

The new synagogue is situated iu one of the principal str-ets, and is opposite 
the Government Ilouse. ,In the same s'reet reside two Israclites whose uames 
onght net to be omitted—considering the efforts and pecuniary sacrifices made by- 
them for the synagogue for which they cannot be repaid except in so far that 
a special heavenly Lessing may rest on them and on their famiies.: One of 
them a great friend of mine, Dr. Ashkenasy, the director of an important! priblic 
institution, the other a notary public ndmed Samuelson, both of waom have 
worked together and materially aided in the completion of the synagogue, After 
an affectionate discourse from the worthy rabbin, a young man and a geed Jew 
—an Israelite indeed in whom there is no guile—Dr, Ashkenazy addressed the 
assembly, and thus terminated a fete which was eminently sace ssfal, while the 
singing would have done credit to any synagogue.

“THE BENE ISRAEL.” 


We all know that there ie a considerable number of coreligionists of ours at 
Bombay. Few however are aware that these consist of two classes—one the 
wealthier and better educated composed of new comers or their descendants, 
generally Asiatics mostly immigrants from — and in sympathy and inter- 
communion with their brethren elsewhere. e other, more numerous are in 
every respect, religion excepted, assimilated to the rest of their countrymen lon 
established in India so as to be reckcned among the natives, They are cali 
Bene Israel (children of Israel) and have through their isolation and remoteness 
from the chief seats of their brethren ia faith, been cut off from them for cen- 
turies, and even their existence was hardly known to the earlier Jewish 
historians. Yet they are a simple-minded, hard-working, honest people, albeit 
very poor, as the labouring classes very frequently are. It is they who render 
to the upper ten thousand many of those humble services, and supply many of 
those comforts without which wealth would have little value. It is they who 
have furnished to our In‘‘ian army many of those brave and loyal soldiers who 
have valiantly assisted us in our struggles in India, and faithfully stood by our 
side when treasun lurked all around us, and our power in India trembled in the 
balance. Surrounded by dense masses of worshippers of st gods, and 
exposed for loag, long generatious to temptations and trials unknown to us 
here in Europe, they have yet through all times and under all circumstances, 
steadily held aloft the banner of Israel, and known how by their simple- 
mindedness and fidelity to conciliate the good-will and even regard of their 
betters. 

These Bene Israel have some twenty years ago established a charitable 
society for the benefit of r and helpless widows, supportless 
orphans, the aged, diseased and maimed among them which, under the name of 
“ Bene Israel Benevolent Society,” met with considerable sympathy and aid among 
all classes of the general population. Among the donors to the charity recorded 
in the report for 1874 lying before ue we find the names of Sassoon and the Hon. 
now Sir B. H. Ellis, and among the subscriberssuch as Subedar Solomon Abraham, 
pensioned Subedar Major Sirdar, Bahadoor Reuben Moses, &c., evidently names 
of members of the Bene Israel. 

This society is now anxious to establish an asylum for the accommodation 
of its poor acorn A and for this purpose has put forth an appeal to the general 
public, and requested us to make its petition known to the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity. We do so with pleasure and will willingly take charge of any dona- 
tions that may be entrusted to us for that purpose. 


THE ROTHSCHILDS. 


The Monetary Gazette of Saturday last is somewhat disquieted at the 
gigantic monetary influence of the Rothsc'iilds, which might even affect the 
position of the Bank of England. The Rothschilds, the Gazette argues, might 


draw a cheque for two millions on the Bank out of its balance there, “ the effect 
of which would be that the loan made to the Bank would come out of ite own 
till. Consequently, the Bank would not be one farthing richer, or one fraction 
onger, theugh it would come under the heavy liability of a loan, and have to 
ige consols as collateral security.” The benefit to the House of Rothschild 
would be, that instead of a deposit in the Bank lying idle that sum as a loan 
would yield the lenders an appreciable daily return. ! 
There is yet another ground of disquiet for our contemporary, which is thus 
expressed :— 
The growing influence of the Rotlischilds in the Bank of England since the appointment of Mr. 
A. C. de Rothachild as a director is also the subject of much comment, and notwithstanding the high 
personal esteem in which that gentlemen, as well as the whole of the family which he represents 
there, is held, it is felt that the growth of that influence cannot be regarded with unqualified public 
favour. And yet the misgivings do hot arise from any distrust in the personal character and integrity 
of the illustrious house of Rothschild. If tradition teaches us faithfully, its founder laid the basis of 
its then unsuspected greatuess in acts of rare and scrupulous honesty, which attracted royal notice. 
and led to an enlargement of royal favour and confidence, From that day to this the name of 
Rothechild has been a synonym of integrity as well as of financial power, and it 's a marvellous fact 
which cannot be too well remembered in these times when default is fashionable, and niay become 
still more so, that there never yet hae been the slightest default in any one of the loans with the 
introduction of which this house has been associated. But the whole family has always shown itself 
unsurpassingly keen in its instincts of money making, amd it owes its fabuious wealth as much to this 
aggressive activity as to ite scrupulous honour.

Then the nation at large would revolt against the indignity and danger involved in the 
lig hte st encroachment on the absolute independence of the Bank of England,
